three months which began July I, 
Postmaster John Eckert, announced 
today. 
According to Mr. Eckert an effort 
will be 
made to 
have

postal clerks take 
their 
furloughs 
this month 
and 
next 
when 
the 
mails are lightest. 
Rural carriers, while exempt from 
the payless furloughs, must take a 
cut of eight and one-third per cent 
in their monthly wages and a half 
cent a mile reduction 
in 
mainte­ 
nance, Postmaster Eckert said. 
The payless urloughs 
and 
the 
wage cuts are part of 
the 
post­ 
master general’s plan for reducing 
expenses in his department of the 
federal government. 
The furloughs will extend for at 
lease 24 days during 
the year be­ 
ginning July I. but 
the 
law 
pro­ 
hibits 
furloughing 
any 
employes 
for more than five days in any one 
month, except with the employe's 
consent. 
Furloughs will be given in the 
months when the work is lightest. 
No furloughs 
will be 
granted 
in 
December, Mr Eckert said. 
So far, none of the local postoffice 
employes have taken their payless 
furlough days,

said, because he has not
